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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the same reasons described in the previous 
office action. Applicant states that the office action agrees that Kanda et al don't specifically mention first and second transducers. The 
office action doesn't indicate that Kanda don't teach two transducer. However, as described in the previous office action, Kanda teach an 
array of transducers and as well known in the art an array comprises at least two transducers therefore, a first and second transducers are 
taught by Kanda et al as disclosed in column 4 lines 50-55]. 

Applicant also points out that Kanda et al don't teach 3D; however Schwartz et al is relied on for the teaching of 3D for the same reason as 
disclosed in the previous office action. 

Applicant also argues that Kanda et al would not be possible to detect motion of object because the invention treats object motion as noise 
and eliminates them. 

The examiner disagrees because the claims are directed to a motion detection unit that extracts an estimation region which used for 
estimating motion of an object from reflected signals that are acquired by the first and second transducers. Blow flow considers a moving 
object and Kanda et al extract echo signals which is used to estimation motion of blood [see abstract] 

It doesn't matter some targets that are considered as clutters are removed from the extracted information because blood is still an object 
that moves and Kanda et al detection motion of that object "the blood" (emphasis added).. . 
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
